WASHINGTON — While a noisy de- 
bate rages on Capitol Hill, the Clinton ud- 
— ministration-and-key-allies-in-Gongress-art^ 
quiclly examining what went awry in for- 
eign policy and how to fix it. 

Crowing unhappiness- over how the ad- 
ministration has handled crises in Hhili. 
Somalia and Bosnia has led to public and 
private calls for the dismissal of Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher and Defense 
Secretary Lcs Aspin. 

Analysis 

"It’s fair for the president to bring his 
sccreiary'of state and his secretary of de- 
fense in and usk if they’re really handling 
these situations in the best way possible," 
said Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vi. 

“There has to be a thoroughgoing re- 
evaluation of policy." said Rep. Luc 
Hamilton, D-Ind., chainnan of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. ’’1 don’t know 
for a fact that’s occurring but it would' 
seem to me it’s Hkciy.” 

Leahy and Hamilton spoke m the end of 
an unusual sequence of events abroad and 
at home. A nrcflght in Somalia left 18 
Americans dead. Angry Haitians forced n 
U.S, ship to turn away. And into the lead- 
ership vacuum stepped Congress, riled and 
willing to take on the inexperienced presi- 
• dent. 

In the end. the While House defeated ef- 
forts to lie Clinton's hands on military de- 
ployments. But-lost week's Senate votes 
were only a skirmish in what promises to 
' be a long war over the conduct of U.S. pol- 
icy abroad. 

Tliere ore signs the administration real- 
izes more must be done to smooth out its 
handling of foreign policy. "At the highe.<tt 
levels ofrthe administration, there is an un- • 
Vderstanding that they need to look very 
critically nt their team to see if it needs im- 
provement!!.’’ said an administration ofTi-' 
cial who insisted on anonymity. 

Implied criticism of Christopher and A.s- 
pin from Leahy, a strong Clinton ally, un-. 
doubtcdly weighs heavier with the presi- 
idcnl tlian recent public attacks on the tv^o 
"Cabinet members from Rep. Frank Mc- 
Closkcy, D-Ind., ond Sens. Alfonse D’Am- 
alo, R-N.Y., and Hank Brown, R-Colo. 

Many friendly critics of the ndmini.slra- ‘ 
lion's foreign policy arc also unhappy with 
Christopher and Aspin. While none is 
ready to join in public demands that they 
be fired, they arc quietly suggesting to 
Clinton that he is not being well served by 
his two most visible foreign policy ndvis- ' 
crs. 

The unease in Congress with the two 
Cabinet officials crystallized shortly aRcr 
the flrcilght in Somalia.

State budget crimps 
alternative school

TWIN FALLS - Students at the Mag- 
ic Valley Alternative High School say 
lightening stale funding could make it 
tougher for them to attend school. 

The biggest concern is the' stale will 
not fund certain alicmalivc school elec- 
tive classes, forcing students to pick 
them up nt regular schools, said Mamie 
Rich. 17, a senior. 

But Twin Falls High School doesn’t 
liavc a dny-corc center like -the nhema- 
tive school docs, and Rich said she 
docsh’l have the money to pay child 
care for her 2-yenr-old daughter. 

“I wouldn’t have alternative care for 
my child.” Rich said. 

The State Board of Education will de- 
cide on Nov. 19 whether to pa.ss new 
rules that would restrict whut the state 


would reimburse to school districts for 
' running alternative high school pro-- 
grams. Superintendent Terrell Donicht 
said. 

“Tho.sc changes would eliminate a lot 
of activities in our alicmalivc school," 
Donicht said. The state would fund ba- 
sic .skills and little else, he .said. 

The alternative school has already 
eliminated u “child care" class this year 
in anticipation of the new rule.s. Princi- 
pal Joyce Hou.ston said. 

As a result, not all .students who 
needs day care for their children while 
they attend .school arc getting it. she 
said, ’’'he school helped some siuclcni.s 
find day-care providers and apply for 
state financial aide to make payments, 
she said.

Former Albertson's chairman 
Warren McCain and other grocery

The city cleaned out' the sewer line 
with high'prc.ssure water hoses and vac- 
uums. 

City Engineer Gary Young said the 


in the line from the homes to near 
Slim’s Car Wash, which is near the end 
of the sewer line, he said. 

So the city sent the car wash a S916 
bill - the cost of cleaning out the sewer 
line. 

Young said oil and dirt probably built 
up in the filter sy.stems of the cor wash 
and clogged the sewer line. 

But Derricott had officials; with the 
Environmental Protection Agency test 
the sediment in the car wash’s filter .sys- 
tem to sec if it could have caused the 
sewer line backup, , 

Results of those EPA tests should 
come back this week.

Draft salmon recovery plan 
offers little new thinking 


One thing about Idaho’s dwindling Why threaten the economic well-being 


stream; Idaho trout Ushcrics arc not to 
blame for the decline of the salmon. 

A draft salmon recovery plon released 
Wednesday would have the state quit 
stocking sireams'with trout in the Stanley 
Busin as one \Vay to help save the endan- 
gered sockeye salmon, despite state Fish 
and Game's contention that trout don't 
pose a major predatory threat to young 
salmon. 

The recovery plan focuses too much on 
sdeh measures and too little on any inno- 
va, tjve answersjo our disappearing 
■'salmdn’prbblcm. The 'draft plan relies' 
heavily. on traditional fi.sh migrat ion' 
ini^iods that brought us to tfiis predica- 
ment in the first place. 

The difference between the sockeye’s 
existence or extinction docs not rise and 
full on the salmon's ability to swim with 
trout, it rests on the operation of huge hy- 
droelectric dams on (he lower Snake and 
Columbia rivers, which block the passage 
of salmon to the ocean. 


and good trout fishing attract thousands 
of visitors each year, when the majority, 
of salmon arc lost far down river? The 
potential economic impact to Stanley 
seems far out of proportion to the poten? 
tial benefit for salmon. 


The recovery plan, drafted by a team of 
seven scientists for the National Marine 
Fisheries Service, calls for more study on 
Idaho's drawdown plan, which would re- 
lease water from downstream reservoirs 
to speed up fish passage to the sea. 

- Salmon recovery- must-bc-based-on- 
good scientific knowledge, of course. But 
-Idaho-s-solmon-may-not-be-ablc-to-wait- 
for answers much longer. 

Idaho nqcds a federal recovery plan 
that focuses on the major problems first 
and reflects an urgency that has so far 
been missing from the federal govern- 
ment.

There’s not much to see at grave- 
side, just wilted flowers on fresh 
gravel. There arc no names on the 
headstone, nothing to mark the fact 
that these 133 women, who toiled in 
obscurity, have become the focus of 
a national scandal. 

For more than 150 years, until the 
early 1970s, thousands of 
-Irishwomen, like Maher, were rele- 
gated to lives of unpaid servitude in 
Catholic convents, working as laun- 
dresses. They were hidden away — 
unwed mothers, daughters of unwed 
mothers, prostitutes, orphans, non- 
conformists. - t he women utKcmcir 
name from~'Mary Magdalene, a 
repentant woman cited in the Bible 
os an early follower of Christ. 

The existence of these women was 
long suppressed by a conspiracy of 
silence. No more. The silence was 
broken this autumn, when a local 
Magdalen convent destroyed the 
graves of 133 Magdalen women to 
make way for a real estate develop- 
ment. The resulting public outcry 
has put the Catholic hierarchy on the 
defensive.

'I'hc attack on her was similar to 
those compiittcd against thousands of 
’ womeh trapped in the Balkan war 
zones, where gunmen — motivated 
by the quest for ethnic supremacy 
and emboldened by alcohol — have 
resorted to sexual violence to terror- 
ize women into fleeing and leaving 
their homes for easy plunder by the 
conquering warlords. 

But unlike the hundreds of pthcr 
Bosnian women impregnated as part 
of the harrowing practice of “ethnic 
cleansing,’" Kata has defied social 
mores and unsolicited advice by 
choosing to keep her child. 

”1 don’t think about where he came 
from. It's not his fault,’-' insists the-- 
27-ycar-old mother, caressing the 

sweating-infont-and-nervously-bouno — 

ing him in o clumsy embrace. ’’Tm 
glad I kept him, ond no one is ever 
going to twe him away." 

She stares at tbe-slceping baby 
with rapt bewilderment, a look of

MONEY BUYS HEALTH: Better-educated and 
wealthier Americans are less likely than the poor and 
disadvantaged to die of heart discasc^or stroke, an 
American Heart Association review u)f nearly 40 
yeaVs of research concliidcs. The study analyzed 
dozens of research projects in the United Slates and 
other industrialized countries since the mid-1950s. 
The new report uses several measures of low sociSe- 
conomic status; low income, lack of formal educa- 
tion, lack of a job skill, likelihood of being uncm- 
ployed for long periods and inability to afford a car 
or attain home oivncrship. 

DON’T BLAME SUGAR: Don't worry about 
.your-chUdrcn!s getting a "sugar high" from all_thnt_, 
Halloween candy. Years of rcscorch have shown no 
connection between children's sugar intake and their 


behavior, .says Esther Wonder, professor of niedicine 
at Albert Ein.stein College of Medicine in New York 

City. What, then, explains the "sugar high? I'hc 

most logical expla'iiation. and one parents don't like 
to hear, is that the chB3*Ti;rsncaniVd”tharhe or-jdicris — 
expected to behave that way after having sugar."

OVERDOING IT? Moms-to-be. Australian re- 
searchers have found that frequent ullnisound cxaniiT 
nations may restrict a baby's growth.

Western Australia, found that pregnant women who 
had five or more ultrasound scans were more likely 
to have .small babies at birth.

Or a victim may cycle only peri- 
odically. and may liave' good and 
bad days, or weeks, or even years. 

Disorders are sometimes seasonal 
in ntitiire and deepen with the com- 
ing of winter and the lessening of 
sunshine. 

In addition, it bipolar disorder may 
have different fticcs or masks in dif- 
fcrcnt stiigcsof a per.son's life, man- 
Ifestiiig itsglf perhaps as hyperactivi- 
ty imd/or attention deficit disorder in 
early childhood, ns :i deepening de- 
pression in the high school years, 
and as a bipolar disorder in the l.ile 
teens and early twenties.

tibuse. eating disorders, or sexual ad-

Such it disorder also often under- 
lies the problems of people who 
have c^ironic anxiety or panic at- 
tacks, or of those who arc clironical- 
ly unable Rf focus or concentrate, to 
set gotils. to stay with a job fur any 
length of lime, or to find a "niche" 
in life. 

This i.s the bad news. The good 
news is (hat because bipolar disorder 
is a genetic physical illness (just us 
diuhetes' is)..'in the main it may be 
sueccssfufly arre.stcd through medi- 
cal treatment that corrects chemical 
abnormalities or excesses in the 
brain, 

Doctors often begin treatment 
with otic of .scvcral ncw-gcncration 
antidepressants, which arc fast-aci- 
ing.' non habit-forming, and have 
few or no side effects. If, after ex- 
nerimenlation with antidepressants 


show, their chances of recovering in 
'Ihe hospital arc virtually nil.

There arc a great many kind.s of 
seizures. Miles said. Tlic most com- 
mon type that his office sees in cliil- 
dren is the febrile kind, which hap- 
pens to normal kids when they have 
a rapid increase in body tempera- 
ture. 

Febrile seizures don't cause any 
kind of long-term problem, he said, 
and once Ihc cliild gets past 3 or 4. 
he doesn't liave them anymore. 

Another type of seizure he secs in 
children is called "benign rolandic 
cpilcp.sy." This is a single general- 
ized .seizure (usually .some loss of 

movement of the arms and legs) in 
•an otherwise healthy child. 

Hammond .said seizures can be de- 
fined by where thc'clcctrical'aciiviiy 
is occuring in the broin, or by what 
the victim docs.

enormous monetary gain, only to 
suffer losses through impulsive 
spending or rasli judgment. 

Or such an adult may lead an ex- 
emplary life until mid-Iifc. when the 
disorder conics to full fruition, and 
in a short time period manifest sig- 
nificant personality changes which 
often lead. to affairs, divorces and 
family-breakup. 

Finally, a bipolar disor-dcr fre- 
<|uenlly underlies-drug and alcohol 


iloner symptoms do not fully recede, 
the disorder is treated also with a 
mood-stabilizer, such as lithium, 
which "bands" the mood swings, al- 
leviates anger, depression, anxiety, 
and manic episodes, and aids con- 
eeniration and focus. 

Effective use of medication allows 
a person access to his or her full 
abilities and the gateway to 'a pro- 
ductive life.

Family ’counselor John 
Bradshaw — “star” of the popular 
PBS series “John Bradshaw on the 
Family” — has made a career of

usc'd “shamc»based" tactics to 
keep us in line. 

To heal the resulting emotional 
wounds, Bradshaw says, one must 
“recover" his or her "inner child,” 
the original, healthy personality 
that was driven into hiding by

nearly every spouse quite accu- 
.ratcly accuscs.his or her partner of 
not being the person they muiTlcd. 
“You’ve changed!" (and never for 
the better) goes without suying. At 


have brought to the task, managed 
to do an adequate job of instilling 
in you a good set of values?"

Although there’s no doubt that 
some of us did indeed have dis- 
tinctly unhappy childhoods, 
Bradshaw’s litany — since taken 
up by n significant number of 
"helping” professionals — has 
always struck me as less science 
than propaganda. 

As I travel the country, I wit- 
ness frequent testimony to the 
effect that this rhetoric has alien- 
ated many an adult parent from an 
adult child. Not'surprislngly, 
Bradshaw is often mentioned as 
having been a catalyst to these 
intra-fainilial schisms. 

So, putting his thesis to the test. 
I’ve been asking audiences the 
question. "How many of you feel 
you were raised by decent, well- 
meaning, moral parents who, 
dcspitewh ntrvrr fnnltc thry might- 


iSTiardly ■■scientific," it tells 
that either Bradshaw is wrong, or 
most of us arc — as he would put 
it — in "denial.” I am inclined to 
toward the former hypothesis. 

It must, of course, be acknowl- 
edged that there arc indeed fami- 
lies in which adults seem capable 
of nothing except inflicting pain 
and suffering upon one another 
and their children. But 1 am thor- 
oughly convinced that families fit- 
ting this description are the excep- 
tion. 

Here’s the mlc: Each and every 
one of us* is n flawed, imperfect 
being. When two imperfect people 
join together in an inevitably 
imperfect union, their imperfec- 
tions be'gin colliding with one 
another and. a la atomic particles, 
begin spinning off new imperfec- 


;-point , - t he ! 
imperfect beings bring other 
imperfect beings into their imper- 
fect union, creating more colli- 
■sions, producing more- imperfec- 
tion, more flaw. 

Tliis. folks, is not dysfunction; 
rather, it is reality. It is the very 


struggle of life, and it is nothing 
short of exploitative to refer to it 
otherwise. • • . 

What America dcsperulely 
needs are people who will accept 
this reality rather than complain 
about it; who will reject the per- 
versely utiruclive notion that pain' 
and victimization arc one and the 
same and hang in there through 
the thick and thin; who will com- 
mit themselves to the struggle of 
creating and sustaining u family, 
realizing that there is no struggle 
in life so lough, and yet nothing 
else in life so worth the struggle.

Radical Dr. Spock espouses 
old-fashioned family values

For someone once labeled a radi- 
cal, Dr. Benjamin Spock champions 
some pretty old-fashioned notions; 

* Family should be a person's 
highest priority. 

• Mothers should try to stay 
home with their children. 

Husbands and wives should 


work harder to rcilOlVt! Cdnfiicts' 
before splintering the family 
. through divorce. . 

* Parents should control what 
their children watch on television. 

• Parents should leach moral and 

spiritual vo luc- s. 

The erosion of such old-fash- 
ioned notions has created '’multiple 
pressures that disturb parents these 
days,” Spock said in a telephone 
interview from his Maine summer 
home. 

Those pressures, Spock said, 
4oclude-divorccr«xcessivo-m3torlal- 



ism and the isolation of urban life. 
““We'ntrlonger'havertbe'comforf 
and security trial comes from the 
extended family and the small, 
lightknit community,” said Spock, 
90, whose 1946 book “Baby and 
Child Care.” revolutionized child- 
rearing in the United Slates, 

In the late 1960s, Spock became 
belter known for his protests 
against the Vietnam War than his 
baby book. He led. several protests 
against the bombing of North 
Vietnam and was convicted for 
conspiring to help men resist the 
draft. That conviction later was 
reversed. 

Critic of Spock's anli-War activ- 
ities labeled Spock the. progenitor 


of parental permissiveness. That 
permissiveness — encouraged by a 
.book-ihai-recommended-feedlng- 
infanis when they were hungry 
■instead -of-nccording'lo-'a-ngtd' 
schedule — was ihe cau'se of the 
era’s youthfill rebelliousness, critics 
charged. 

The ‘‘permissive’’ lube) stuck, 
although even the Inost casual read- 
ing of Spock's books would dispel 
the notion. For example, one chup- 
ler'in his 1974 book"“Raising 
Children in a Difficult Time,” is 
titled, "Child Psychology Can't 
Substitute for Morality." 

In the introduction to the sixth 
edition of “Dr. Spock’s Baby and 
Child Care," released last year, 
Spock wrote: ‘Tve always advised 
parents to respect their children but 
to remember to ask for respect for 
themselves, to give firm, dear lead- 


ership and to ask for cooperation 
and po]itcnc.ss.” 

•-And Spock isn’t bcyiind occa- 
sjonally advising the “because I 
said so" approach. 

When discussing television view- 
ing by children in his latest hook, 
Spock writes; ”1 believe that par- 
ents should flatly forbid programs 
that go |n for violence."

activism, Spock said.

~Spock, who ran for presidcnrin~* 
1972 on the People's Party ticket, 
making the ballot in just 10 states. 

The highly regarded child-wel- 
fare system in Sweden — which 
boasts high-quality, government- 
substdized child core and extended, 
paid parental leave — is in place 
Spock sold, because "everyone is 
prepared to sacrifice for the .sake of 
others' children," 

Spock said there also has to he 
less emphasis on what he called 
“excessive competitiveness" in 
American culture.
